Bubonic ‘Type Absent, 

The opinion is prevalent that the 
“hanta’s” relutionship to the pneu- 
monie type of plague is the same as 
that of the rat to the bubonic plague. 
Discussing the technical aspect of the 
plague, Passed Assistant Surgeon Wm, 
D. Owens, of the American Legation 
guard, said: 

“The total absence of cases of the 
bubonic type differentiates this from 
all previous epidemics. A great ma- 
jority of the cases are reported to be 
or the pneumonie type, though some 
wre septicaemic, Scientific investiga. 
tion is limited. Such microscopic ex- 
aminations as have been made show 
the existence of morphologica] char- 
acteristics. The bacillus does not 
differ from that of bubonic plague. 

“Its period of incubation is from 
a few hours to six days. The extreme 
cold of Manchuria and North China 
does not kill the bacilli, Transmis. 
sion apparently is due wholy to per- 
sonal contact, The importance of 
rats as a factor in (the transmission of 
the disease has not been determined. 

“A startling characteristic of this 
epidemic is its preat fatality. There 
is mo authenticated instance of recoyv- 
ery. No case has responded to vac- 
cine or Yersin’s serum We are vac- 
cinating soldiers and others with Haff- 
kine’s prophylactic lymph, whieh is 
supposed to give six months’ com- 
parative immunity, but we have con- 
siderable doubt of its efficacy when 
applied to this type.” 

Consul s of Scourge. 

Mr. Roger S. Green, the American 
Consu! at Harbin, hag furnished the 
following information regarding con- 
ditions there and at Mu-Chia-Tien, 
the Chinese city adjoining Harbin: 

“The average rate of mortality at 
Viarbin last week was thirty. This 
brings Harbin’s total to 643. The 
average in Fuchiatien was 139, mak- 
ing a total of 2,776. The deaths in 
Jiarbin include those of cighteer 
Europeans. With the exception of 
Dr. Mesny and a French missionary, 
these are from among the poorer 
class of Russians in Fuchiatien. These 
figures are from official reports, but 
it is believed the total is higher, as 
many bodies are still being removed 
secretly to the fields, where they are 
eaten by dogs and birds, 

“There has been no authentic re- 
port of a recovery save that of one 
Russian child. The Rusisan author.

CAMP CONDIFIONS 


Department of Labor Official Pre- 
sents Report on Investigation 
of Charges » 


That an inepector of rallwav con- 
struction, under the control of dhe 
minister of labor, be appointed with 
power to inspect camps and construc. 
tion work, and to hear and investigate 
any complaints in connection there- 


| with, is the recommendation of F J, 
| Plant, the officer of the department 


of labor, who made an investigation 
in November last of conditions in con- 
struction camps along the line of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway weet of 
Edmonton. The investigation was un- 
dertaken by the department as the 
result of a communication received 
from the Edmonton Trades and Labor 
Council alleging improper treatment 
of men employed in connection with 
construction work on the G. T. P 
west of this city. The report of the 
investigation is published in fuli in 
the January number of the Labour 
Gazette, issued by the department of 
labour 

In his report Mr. Plant gives at 
length the result of his personal in- 
spection of camps and his inquiry in- 
to the allegea inadequacy of food and 
accommodation, the alleged de@iny tn 
payment of wages, the alles epl- 
demic of typhoid fever, Hospital uc- 
commodation and employment  ”As- 
encies. 

Camp conditions aq he found them 
are carefully described by Mr. Plant. 
at Mile 37, the first camp visited, the 
camp was well situated on pigh, 
sloping ground, sanitary arrangements 
were good and of a number of men 
questioned who had been in the camp 
for periods varying from one’ to 
eight months, no one had any griev 
ance as to treatment, food or avoom- 
modation. The food was well cooked 
and there was plenty of it. th other 
camps visited, at Mile 67, Mile 63, 
Mile 65, Prairie Creek two camps, 
conditions obtaining were found to de 
similar to those in the first’ camp in- 
spected. While each camp was stup- 
plied with a meat house, Mr. Plant 
observed that the meat in some of 
them was not hung on hooks provid- 
ed for the purpose. He therefore 
suggests that those in charge of each 
camp be instructed to have the meat 
hung up immediately on delivery and 
every precaution taken to prevent it 
from becoming contaminated 

in regard to ths alleged inade- 
quacy of food and accommodation, 
for men being taken to the camps 
from Winnipeg and other pointa, Mr, 
Plant states that he was informed by 
employment agents that the men were 
instructed that they should) provide 
themselves with food to sustain them 
during the journey to the place of 
employment. 

“Upon inquiry at the Canadian Nor, 
thern railway station at Winnipeg the 
depot from which all Grand Trunk 
Pacific passenger trains depart, I Was 
infor d that never had any box vats 
containing men been sent out from 
that place for Edmonton. The com- 
pany always provided colonist cars 
for the transportation of the mew. 
This statement was corroborated by 
the policeman at the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway station in Edmouton, 
at which depot all Grand Trunk Pa- 
cifle passenger trains arrive. 

“During the past season, according 
to the statements of the contractors 
representatives, there have heen ap- 
proximately 800 cases of men whoke 
fares had been advanced, deserting 
ironmi the trains Whilst en route to 
Edson or vicinity, representing . a 
monetary loss of about $6,000. In 
the case of men accustomed to work 
on railroad construction the condi- 
tions of employment are usually well 
known, and they can, proryide for 
themselves accordingly, but in the 
case of others who are going to such 
employment for the first time, care 
should be taken that they are fully 
informed beforehand as to what is 
required in respect of food, ete., dur- 
ing the journey. The contractors 
claim that they beNeve many men en- 
gage for work and get their fares ad- 
vanced, but have no intentiow of ful- 
filling their contracts. While this 
may ‘be true, | consider that possibly 
some of the men who desert are those 
who have been under the impression 
that they were to be fed by the con- 
tractors while en route, and tinding 
that this is not to be done, and not 
having money with which to Duy 
food, ‘become discouraged 

As a e stated the contractors 
claim a monetary loss of about $6,- 
000 through the desertion of men 
whose fares have been @dvanced. It 
would ‘be int the interests of the firm 
itself to minimize the number of de- 
sertions and thus to reduce the fin- 
ancial Joss. I believe that with 4 
proper system for providing the men 
with food while en route when the 
journey takes more than one day, the 
leakages would be very much reduc- 
ed and would possibly offset the ad- 
ditional expense involved 

Another way in which the service 
to employees conld be materially tm- 
proved is by providing a proper bug- 
gage checking system, wheréby the 
bageage of the men Would be taken 
charge of and checked from the pyint 
of entrainment and turned over to 
the owners at the respective campa 
where they have been given employ- 
ment While this system would en- 
wure the safe transmission of bag- 
gauge, it would also, in my opinion,

WROUGHT HAVOC 
45 MILES AWAY 


VAST AREA WAS APFECTED BY 
© NEW JERSEY DYNAMITE 
EXPLOSION. 


New York, Feb. 1-——-A cargo of dr- 
namite in transit from a freight car 
to the hold of a lighter moored rt 
pier No. 7, Communivaw, N.J., #x- 
ploded at just one minute past noon 
todiy, 150 yards south of the Jersey 
City terminal of the Central Railway 
of New Jervey, and in the widespread 
ruin that followed seven men 
known to have been killed; 
more are missing, hundreds 
wounded, and varying reports 
from 15 to 20 more unaccounted for. 

Thirty seems to be a conservative 
estimate of the dead and the proper- 
ty damage will hardly fall below 
$750,600. ‘The cause of the explosion 
will probably never be known,

Terminal Wrecked. 
The Jersey Central terminal 
wrecked, three ferry boats in the slips 
were torn and splintered, Lower 
Munhattan, across the — river, 


shaken from the street level to the 
top of the Singer Tower, severe daum- 
age was done in Brooklyn and Staten 
Island, and to the immigration de- 
tention station on Ellis Island, 35 
miles distant and at Long Branch, New 
Jersey, 45 miles away. 

The damage is so widely scattered 
that it is impossible as yet to more 
than roughly estimate, but in Manhat- 
tan it is placed at $100,000 and on 
Ellis Island at from $10,000 to $25,- 
000. In all, $360,000 anpears to be 
a fair estimate. 

The lighter receiving the dynamite, 
the Katherine W., owned by James 
Healing of Jersey City, vanished utter- 
ly with her crew of seven men, in- 
cluding the master, Edward Travers. 

Alongside was the lighter Whistler, 
which was so shattered that she sank 
with her crew of two, while the Swed- 
ish steel barque, Ingrid, was stripped 
of her rigging and the lives of two 
deck hands snuffed out. 

A Gruesome Spectacle. 

Fragments of one man’s head was 
found swinging high on a_ tangled 
piece of rope. 

The Katherine W. was tied to the 
outer end of the pier, and a crew of 
dock hands was unloading a consign- 
inent of sixty pound boxes from two 
freight cars to the lighter when the 
crash came. One report was to the 
effect that the cargo was consigned 
to contractors for blasting along the 
Palisades and another that it was 
bound for Havanna. With the ex- 
plosion the Katheritie W. simply dis- 
appeared, not a splinter of her has 
been found. Only the flag pole has 
been found of the Whistler, the car 
went up in a puff of dust. 


Fragments of Trucks. 

On the rear deck of the Ingrid were 
found a pair of iron trucks. They 
muy be the trucks of the dynamite 
eur or one of the other four curs 
standing near that also were torn to 
pieces.. Fifty yards back stood an 
other car of dynamite. The explo- 
sion ripped the roof off it and broke 
in the doors, but the dynamite itself 
held true and rested quiescent in ite 
wooden boxes. 

On board the Ingrid, the steel miz- 
zenmast snapped off above the lower 
yard und the tangled wreckage came 
tumbling about the dacks. Every- 
thing abaft the mizzenmast was lev- 
olied flat, but the steel plates of the 
hull held stoutly. 

Pier Demolished. 

For 100 feet the pier was itself de- 
molished. The few splinters left were 
un inadequate account of the massive 
framework of a pler built to uphold 
locomotives and loaded trains. Over 
the broken edges twisted the steel 
raily of the tracks. A steel gondola 
car on the southermost track looked 
like an old hat. 

All about were strange freaks of 
explosion, ln the tretn seed of tho 
terminal nearly the whole southern 
exposure of glass roof collapsed, 
showering the passengers with broken 
glass, One man was struck by 
20 pound fragment and so severely 
cut that he died. 

Blown From Cab. 

An engineer in a shunting locomo- 
tive was blown from his cab and dled 
of a fractured skull. A tug boat cap- 
tain was hurled from his wheel house 
and fished out 15 minutes later, swhn- 
ming about the southern side of the 
demolished pier. Inside the passenger 
station there was damage visible 
everywhere. Two ferryboats of the 
Centre] railroad, the Somerville and 
the Plainfield, laid in the slips, and 
a third, the Lakewood, Was just edg- 
ing into the river. All of them careen- 
ed violently and all of them were 
showered with their own glass. Many 
of the wounded passengers in these 
boats came to New York for treat- 
ment at the hospitals. 

Terror Tntensified, 

Jn New York the terror was intensi- 
fied by the uncertainty. For half an 
hour nobody knew Wadt had happen- 
ed. Those in the sky-scerapers thought 
the lower floors had been torn from 
under them. Literally acres of glass 
were broken. There were incipient

CONFESSED HE WAS A 
WHOLESALE MURDERER 


Sensational Trial in St. Petersburg 
Brings Out Terrible Disclosures As 
To Crimes of Russian Physician— 
Says He Killed Scores of Peoptc, 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 1—jThe trial of 
Count Patrick O'Brien de Lacy and 
Dr. Pantchenko for the murder of 
Baron Vasilli Boturlin, which began 
here yesterday, rivals in interest the 
recent sensational trials of Madame 
Steinheil, Paris, for the murder of 
her husband. Besides the two prin- 
cipals, the names of the mistress of 
the doctor, who is a woman in high 
Russian society, and of a male cousin 
of the Count who expected to benefit 
financially by the murder, are men- 
tioned. 

Dr, Pantchenk confessed that he 
committed the murder. In fact, he 
admits he is a professional wholesale 
murderer. Wives who wished to be 
rid of their husbands and impecunli- 
Gus persons who Were anxious to ben- 
efit by the death of rich relatives 
were his customers. He acknowledges 
he committed scores of murders of 
this kind. 

Chief Filopoff, of the Russian se- 
cret police, says he committed the 
oturlin murder while under the hyp- 
notice influence of Count de Lacy. 

This the Count denies. Baron Va- 
silli Boturlin is a son of General Bot- 
urlin, a wealthy Russian, De Lacy’s 
wife, his sister, was the eldest child. 
General Boturlin offended his father 
by marrying a music hall dancer and 
it is known that ve Hoh Vasilli would 


inherit all his father’s wealth, esti- 
mated at $4,000,000. "it the Baron 
died, this money would go to Countess 


de Lacy. Boturlin was killed by means 
of diphtheria germs injected by Pent- 
chenko.

Consul Tells of Scourge. 

Mr. Noger 8S. Green, the American 
Consul at Hiarbin, hag furnished the 
folowing information regarding con- 
ditions there and at Mu-Chia-Tien, 
ahe Chinese city adjoining Harbin: 

“The average rate of mortality 
Harbin last week was thirty. This 
brings Harbin’s total to 643, The 
average in Fuchiatien was 139, mak- 
ing a total of 2,776. The deaths in 
Tlarbin include those of elghteer 
Europeans. With the exception of 
Ir, Mesny and a French missionary, 
these are from among the poorer 
class of Russians in Fuchiatien, These 
figures are from official reports, but 
it is believed the total is higher, as 
many bodies are still being removed 
secretly to the fields, where they are 
eaten by dogs and birds, 

“There has been no authentic re- 
port of a recovery save that of one 
Russian child. The Rusisan author. 
fties are in full control and the roads 
are being patrolled, but the examina-~ 
tions made have been cursory, Many 
Mussians are leaving fearing that the 
means of protection will be in- 
effective.

SMOKE NUISANCE IN CHICAGO, 


Every Resident of City Pays Ten Dol- 
lars Yearly for It, 

Chicago, Feb. 2—Smoke costs the 
citizens of Chicago $21,830,000 @ year, 
or about $10 per capita, according to 
statistics given out yesterday by City 
Smoke Inspector Bird. 

Because of the smoke, Mr. Bird 
says, the laundries are reaping a har- 
vest, and clothing merchants, dyers, 
house renovators and painters and op- 
erators of vacuum cleaning machines 
rapidly are becoming millionaires. 

"The idea of determining just what 
emoke costs @ach Chicagoan every 
year came to me when a similar ex- 
periment was made in Cleveland,” he 
said. “I found that in Chicago our 
loss is $10 per capita, or a litthe mat- 
ter of $21,830,000 a year

GERMANS ror SOUTH POLE. 


Expedition Will Leave Germany Early 
This Year Por The Southern Seas 


Rerlin Feb. 1—The German Ant- 
arctic expedition, under the command 
of the Bavarian explorer, Lieutenant 
Milchner will leave Germany early this 
year for Buenos Ayres, and will pro- 
ceed from there at the beginning of 
October vin South Georgia and the 
Sandwich Islands to the Weddell sea. 
The route has been chosen so as to 
allow of oceanographical research on 
the way. On arrival to the Weddell 
sea it is proposed to establish a base 
station on the eastern coast as far 
| south as possible, with the necessary 
equipment for a year's research. A 
party of ten men will be landed, of 
whom six—a geologist, a meteorologist 
an astronomer, a doctor, who is also 
a biologist, @ cook, and o sailor—will 
stay in the etation, while the remain-

WROUGHT HAVOC. 
49 MILES AWAY 


VAST AREA WAS AFFECTED BY 


NEW JERSEY DYNAMITE 
EXPLOSION, 
New York, Feb. 1—A cargo of dy- 
namite in transit from a freight car 


to the hold of a lighter moored rt 
pier No. Communivpaw, N.J., #x- 
ploded at just one minute past noon 
to@iy, 150 yards south of the Jersey 
City terminal of the Central Railway 
of New Jervey, and in the widespread 
ruin that followed seven men are 
known to have been killed; 
more are missing, hundreds 
wounded, and varying reports 
from 15 to 20 more unaccounted for. 

Thirty seems to be a conservative 
estimate of the dead and the proper- 
ty damage will hardly fall below 

50,600. ‘The cause of the explosion 
will probably never be known, 

Terminal Wrecked. 

The Jersey Central terminal 
wrecked, three ferry boats in the slips 
were torn and splintered, Lower 
Manhattan, across the river, 
shaken from the street level to the 
top of the Singer Tower, severe dam- 
age was done in Brooklyn and Staten 
Island, and to the immigration de- 
tention station on Ellis Island, 35 
miles distant and at Long Branch, New 
Jersey, 45 miles away. 

The damage is so widely scattered 
that it is impossible as yet to more 
than roughly estimate, but in Manhat- 
tan it is placed at $100,000 and on 
Ellis Island at from $10,000 to $25,- 
000. In all, $360,000 appears to be 
a fair estimate. 

The lighter receiving the dynamite, 
the Katherine W., owned by James 
Healing of Jersey City, vanished utter- 
ly with her crew of seven men, in- 
cluding the master, Edward Travers. 

Alongside was the lighter Whistier, 
which was so shattered that she sank 
with her crew of two, while the Swed- 
ish steel barque, Ingrid, was stripped 
of her rigging and the lives of two 
deck hands snuffed out. 

A Gruesome Spectacle, 

Fragments of one man’s head was 
found swinging high on a tangled 
piece of rove. 

The Katherine W. was tied to the 
outer end of the pier, and a crew of 
dock hinds was unloading a consign- 
inent of sixty pound boxes from two 
freight cars to the lighter when the 
crush came. One report was to the 
effect that the cargo was consigned 
to contractors for blasting along the 
Palisades and another that it was 
bound for Havyanna. With the ex- 
plosion the Katheritie W. simply dis- 
appeared, not a splinter of her has 
been found. Only the flag pole has 
been found of the Whistler, the car 
went up in a puff of dust. 

Kragments of Trucks. 

On the rear deck of the Ingrid were 
found a pair of iron trucks. They 
muy be the trucks of the dynamite 
car or one of the other four cars 
stunding near that also were torn to 
pieces.. Fifty yards back stood an 
other car of dynamite. The explo- 
sion ripped the roof off it and broke 
in the Goors, but the dynamite itself 
held true and rested quiescent in itr 
wooden boxes. 

On board the Ingrid, the steel miz- 
zenmast snapped off above the lower 
yard und the tangled wreckage came 
tumbling about the dacks. Every~ 
thing abuft the mizzenmast was lev- 
oled flat, but the stec!l plates of the 
hull held stoutly. 

Pier Demolished. 

For 100 feet the plor was itself de- 
molished. The few splinters left were 
an inadequate account of the massive 
framework of a pler built to uphold 
locomotives and loaded trains, Over 
the broken edges twisted the steel 
rally of the tracks. A steel gondola 
car on the southermost track looked 
like an old hat. 

All about Were strange 
explosion, In the tretn sed of 
terminal nearly the whole southern 
exposure of glass roof collapsed, 
showering the passengers with broken 
glass, One man was struck by & 
20 pound fragment and so severely 
cut that he died. 

Blown From Cab. 

An engineer in a shunting locomo- 
tive Was blown from his cab and died 
of a fractured skull. A tug boat cap- 
tain was hurled from his wheel house 
and fished out 15 minutes later, awhmn- 
ming about the southern side of the 
demolished pier. Inside the passenger 
station there was damage visible 
everywhere, Two ferryboats of the 
Central railroad, the Somerville and 
the Plainfield, laid in the slips, and 
a third, the Lakewood, was just edg- 
ing into the river. All of them careen- 
ed violently and all of them were 
showered with their own glass. Many 
of the wounded passenge in these 
boats came to New York for trenat- 
ment at the hospitals, 

Terror Intensified,

St. Petersburg, Feb. 1—/The trial of | 
Count Patrick O'Brien de Lacy and 
Dr. Pantchenko for the murder of 
Baron Vasilli Boturlin, which began 
here yesterday, rivals in interest the 
recent sensational trials of Madame 
Steinheil, Paris, for the murder of 
her husband. Besides the two prin-! 
cipals, the names of the mistress of 
the doctor, who is a woman in high 
Russian society, and of a male cousin 
of the Count who expected to benefit 


financially by the murder, are men- 
tioned, 
Dr, Pantchenk confessed that he 


committed the murder. In fact, he 
admits he is a professional wholesale 
murderer. Wives who wished to be 
rid their husbands and impecunti- 
ous persons who were anxious to ben- 
efit by the death of rich relatives 
were his customers. Ile acknowledges 


he committed scores of murders of 
this kind. 

Chief Filopoff, of the Russian se- 
cret police, says he committed the 


KBoturlin murder while under the hyp- 
notice influence of Count de Lacy. 

This the Count denies. Baron Va- 
silli Boturlin is a son of General Bot- 
urlin, a wealthy Russian. De Lacy's 
wife, his sister, was the eldest child. 
General Boturlin offended his father 
by marrying a music hall dancer and 
it is known that Baron Vasilli would 
inherit all his father’s wealth, esti- 
mated at $4,000,000, If the Baron 
cied, this money would go to Countess 
de Lacy. Boturlin was killed by means 
of diphtheria germs injected by Pent- 
chenko.
